"I bold in my hand an affidavit 


signed by a young lady of this state, 
to be produced if necessary, in which 
the statement is maide that she had 
been the victim of an improper pro- 
posal at the bands of a state school 
examiner," shouted Senator Meek, ID 
closing his personal 
statements be 


for,e the Senate, Thursday evening, in 
support of his bill prohibiting mem- 
bers of the state board of school ex 
aoniners from receiving compensation 
for services as lecturers or instructorc 
in teachers' institutes. 


"Read it, read it," said a number 


of senators who wanted some more 
definite information 
than his own 


statement. 


"I will not reaid it, but the doou 


ment will be at the command of an' 
committee of investigation named bj 
this senate to examine into any of th- 
charges I have made," replied Sena 
tor Meek. 


The statement came as the Mgh 


spot in the bitter adftress of the sen 
ator from Montgomery, in which his 
personal feeling was first end fore 
most. It was the initial public utter- 
ance of the senator on a subject o' 
general interest since his tall? at th< 
annual meeting of the State Schoo' 
Teachers association in this city OT 
the 8th of November last, when Sen 
ator Meek charged that there has 
been "trafficking" in state school cer 
tificates. 


At the close 
of Senator Meck's 


speech Senator West moved the ap 
pointment of a committee of six rep 
resenting the Senate and House tt 
investigate the truth of the charges 
that had been made in the bill in tht 
meantime going back to the schoo 
committee. The resolution went over 
until Tuesday. Under its provision- 
it is to have full power to investigate 
everything in connection with the is 
suance of certificates to teach, and 
also, conduct of the department o! 
the state school commissioner.

work when a member of the board*?" 


"Fifty dollars 
a week and ex- 


penses." 


"What do you charge now?" 
"Seventy-five 
dollars a week and 


expenses." 


"How long have you been doing in- 


stitute work?" 


"ATjou't twenty years, I suppose." 
"Were you violating any law when 


d'oing institute work while a member 
of the State Board?" 


"I was not." 
"Were you in the habit of solicit- 


ing institute work while a member of 
the board?" 


"To the best of my recollection, I 


never, either directly 
or indirectly, 


solicited institute work while a mem- 
ber of the hoard, or before or after 
the time I was a member of the 
board." 


"Did 
members of the board do in- 


stitute work 'before you became 
a 


member?" 


"Generally members af the board 


have done institute- work so far back 
as I can remember " 


"Why did Senator Meek not do in- 


stitute work?" 


"He did do 
quarterly institute 


work and received pay for the same. 
I do not know why he d'ld not do 
summer institute work, unless it was 
because he was spending his summers 
in preparing 
for admission to the 


bar " 


"Was Senator Meek ever solicited 


to do summer institute work?" 


"I do not know—not to my knowl- 


edge." 


"What has embittered 
Senator 


Meek against the leading educators 
of the state?" 


"I do not know—possibly because 


they refuse to let him manage all the 
educational affairs of the state." 


"How many complimentary certifi- 


cates were granted 
during the five 


years you were a member of ths 
board'" 


"Three. To the 
superintendents 


at Cincinnati, Dayton and Toledo " 


"Were such certificates legal?" 
"They were." 
"Did Senator Meek take the regu 


lar examination?" 


"No; he wrote out only a part of 


ttie examination in my branches. I 
can not say as to the other branches." 


"Did 
you excuse him from taking 


some of your branches?" 


"I did." 
"Is his certificate legal?" 
"It is." 
"Did Senator 
Meek ever sign a 


complimentary certificate 
or excuse 


an applicant from taking some of his 
branches?" 


"I believe he says toe has done 


both." 


"Are you and Senator Meek per- 


sonal enemies." 


"No." 
"What is your opinion of this con- 


troversy?" 


"County examiners are prohibited 


from doing institute work, and th" 
state has a perfect right to prohibit 
the state examiners from doing Insti- 
tue: and this can be done without 
wrongfully charging the Board of Ex-

RICH WOMAN SUICIDES 


Leaves Letter to Million- 


aire Husband Who 


Was In Boston 


Was Afflicted With Nerve Trouble 


and Was Undergoing Treat- 


ment by Specialists. ""** 


New York, Jan. 17.—Mrs. Herbert 


Sears, wife of a Boston lawyer, re- 
puted to be a millionaire and a mem- 
ber of one of the most aristocratic 
families in Massachusetts, 
was in- 


s'antly killed today by a iplunge from 
the window of her room on the 13tbr 
floor of the St. Regis Hotel to the 
roof of a four story dwelling adjoin- 
ing, 
j 
\ 


At the hotel it is said there is no 


doubt she leaped purposely to death 
and there are indications that she 
carefully planned her suicide. Mrs. 
Sears had been in ill-health for some 
time and this is the only reason so 
far assigned for the deed. After re- 
turns last night apparently in her 
usual condition of mind and health, 
she wrote a letter to her husband. She 
t1 en carefully locked the door leading 
to the room of her maid adjoining. 
^.t (what Oiour she took the fatal- 
pluage from the 'window is not known. 
Her room overlooked 
the 
rftw of 


fashionable dwellings directly1 south 
ot the St. Regis and t was a sheep 
drc-p of nearly 100 feet to the roof 
where her body lodged. Occupants 
of a house across the street from the 
hotel first noticed the body clad in a 
light wrapper, which Mrs. Sears had 
thrown over her night gown. 
They 


telephoned the .hotel management and 
an 
investigation was immediately 


started. Nearly every hone in Mrs. 
Ssars" body had been broken hy the 
awful fall and her face was so badly 
disfigured- none of the hotel employes 
cculd identify .her, although she had 
been a guest at the hotel for several 
days.

The open window of her room, di- 


rectly above her body, offered a clue. 
While it was being investigated the 
maid reported her mistress was min- 
ing She was taken to the residence 
adjoining and quickly made the iden- 
tification.

charge of the body and the letter to 
Mr. Sears found in the room.

declined to make its contents public, 
is Sears, who was Informed by tele- 
phone of the tragedy, is now enroute 
to New York.

CROSSES THE GREAT 


DIVIDE. 


Was Valued Employe of Advocate for 


18 Years aiul JL/utor Engaged in 


Job i'riiitijig. 


David W. Matticks, for 
25 years 


past a resident oi' Newark, and 
well 


known all over the city and Licking 
county, died at his home, 202 West 
Church street, Friday morning at 1 
o'clock. Although. Mr. Matticks had 
been in ill health for many months, 
his death came as a sudden shock to 
his family and Inends. 
Death was 


due to complications contributed to 
by a recent attack of pneumonia. 


Mr. Matticks was taken with pneu- 


monia a year ago last December and 
was ill for several weeks, a part of 
which time his condition was consid- 
ered very alarming.

air. 


"The country is different in a good 


many ways, and is very commonplace 
in others. It is widely removed trom 
the (Pennsylvania country, and 
the 


people are as different as the country. 
In this respect the advanced west is 
vciy noticeable and more or lessi in- 
teresting. The most manifest change 
is the ever 
broadening expanse of 


country. From Chicago to 
Kansas 


City tthe country grows 
somewhat 


tiresome as the rolling country and 
distant horizons become familiar. 


"And so we came rnto Kansas City. 


I had not given much thought to the 
city. 
I was not expecting to see a 


city of 300,000 people. It is quite as 
enterprising as our Pittsburg—and a 
great deal cleaner. 


I went up town and looked around 


a while. As a city, I liked it. But I 
was not out 'hunting for cities . Big 
cit:es are very muen alike—east or 
west. We left Kansas City at 4:20. 
Leaving Kansas City at such. a,n hour 
•was undesirable. I -wanted to see the 
country west from here. It was in this 
region that so many things occurred 
of which records are left in 
many 


books. Here you begin to enter the 
"short grass country," -which stretches 
to the horizon line on either side, "the 
vast plains whereon the Indian, an- 
telope and buffalo roamed supreme."

Here, 
toe, was famous country in the books. 
Hereabouts the Cheyennes and Kiowas 
a"d other bands of Indian tribes made 
frequent attacks upon the frontiers- 
men. 
Kit Carson used to make his 


headquarters here. 


Soon we came into Colorado. At 


La Junta we got out for breakfast. 
Well, never in all my days before 
hsve I looked out upon such an im- 
mense expanse of 
level 
country— 


level as a table—and wide as the hori- 
zon. 
It is exactly as one looks out 


upon a quiet sea. Not a tree, not a 
r:ver, not a hill. Just a rolling 
stretch of open range. And no fences 
either. 
You can almost imagine a 


white 
hooded 
"prairie 
schooner" 


slowly winding its way across 
the 


open range. 


We had only gone 75 miles from 


La Junta, when J;he train stopped, 
owing to a wreck near Trinidad. Tt 
was snowin" here. 
A blinding bliz- 


z0"rt from the west. We stopped at a 
jerk-water station 
called 
Tyrone. 


Here we got our first glimpse of a 
real live cowboy. A fellow came gal- 
loping along the train and stopped at 
a small shack to rout out the inmate. 
Then he went tearing away again. 
He sure was dressed for the part. 
Such a storm would make much work 
for cowmen. In such storms hun^ 
dreds of cattle freeze to -death. Once 
we saw a coyote trotting away from 
the train. Frequently we saw a town 
of prairie dogs perched 'on their 
moi.nds. 


From Trinidad begins a rapid rise 


as the Raton Pass is crossed. The 
altitude reaches 7608 feet above sea 
level. Two engines are required to 
make the pull.

Of all 
t saw of it, Albuquerque is a. typical 
Mexican town, on a large scale. 


We rose again, rapidly from Albu- 


querque until we reached the Conti- 
nental Divide, and then sloned down 
igain in Winslow. Near Gallup a 
sign board marks the dividing- line be- 
tween New Mexico and Arizona. Then 
began a rise again to- Flagstaff. Now 
t'ie country had entirely changed. We 
were in the "hi^1! country" of Arizona.

This locality had been described to

COON CREEK PULLED INTO 


POSITION TODAY. 


NOT A HITCH OCCURRED 


And the Big Muss Was Moved in Tw< 


and u Quarter Minutes—No 


Trains Were Delayed. 


Just two minutes and a quarte 


were required! to pull 
tihe new B 


& O. concrete bridge over the Rac 
coon creek into position this morn 
ing. 
Not a hitch marked the work 


and from the time the signal was 
given by H. A. Moore of the Youngs 
town Construction company of New 
York to commence to pull, until the 
bridge was in position. 


The work . was started 
on th 


bridge about two months ago 
and. 


from the time it was commenced un 
til the final work 
was 
done thi; 


morning, everything moved in a very 
satisfactory manner. 


The new bridge weighs 500 ton 


and is built of concrete and steel 
and surpasses in every way the olc 
steel and wooden structure that has 
done duty over the stream for sev 
eral years. 


Several hundred spectators gather- 


ed early this morning to watch 
the 


work and as the winter wind was 
cold and penetrating, nres of togs and 
fence rails were built along the creel 
banks. 
The laborers, • in their big 


canvas, leather 
or 
rubber 
boots 


worked 
hard and 
as soon as Pan 


Handle passenger No. 18, east bound 
and due t/hrough here at 10:10 pass 
ed, the south track was torn up.

Reach, supervisor of tracks, immedi- 
ately commenced the connecting up 
of the rails, and. not a train on the 
road was delayed. From start to fin 
ish every thing moved 
with clock- 


work precision and the officials of the 
road are much pleased. 


The bridge, while several hundred 


tons lighter, is of the same construc- 
tion as the B. & O. bridge which was 
pulled into position last fall 
and 


which was fully
